Hou se of Represen tativ es Not Mov ed 
by th e Williams Tau n ts. 
Washington, March 25.—The house 
of representativ es has a£ *ain put itself 
on record against any inv estigation 
of the postoffice department. 
Eight 
pages of the postoffice appropriation 
bill were disposed of. 
The question 
of an inv estigation of the postoffice 
department was brought up by Mr. 
Williams, the minority leader, who 
proposed an amendment prov iding for 
a select committee of fiv e members 
c i the house and three senators to 
make a complete inv estigation into 
the alleged frauds in that department. 
He taunted the Republicans for their 
failure to order an inv estigation and 
said the party was opposed to it 
The chair sustained a point of order 
by Mr. Ov erstreet against the amend­ 
ment and when Mr. W illiams appealed 
the chair was sustained 133 to 9 9 .

to prev ent the return to Telluride of 
the union men who were ex pelled 
from the camp by an organization of 
armed business men who had announc­ 
ed their intention to go back under 
protection of an injunction granted 
by District J udge Theron Stev ens. 
Capt. Bulkeley W ells, whom Gov . 
Peabody has appointed military com­ 
mander of the district, was one of the 
leaders of tne party that drov e the 
union men and their sy mpathizers out 
of the camp. 
He has said that if the 
ex iles should attempt to return they 
would be regarded as characters like­ 
ly to create disorder in the district 
and would be dealt with accordingly .

bank’s funds, making false entries in 
the bo o ks o f the bank, false repo rts 
to the co mptro ller o f the currency 
and to all o f the sixty -o ne co unts in 
the indictment returned against him, 
charging him with wrecking the bank. 
One o f the mo st interesting trials 
in Indiana banking histo ry was thus 
bro ught to a dramatic and sudden end­ 
ing, after hearing had been co ntinued 
o ver a week and the defense had be­ 
gun to present its evidence. 
J udge 
Anderso n 
suspended 
sentence until 
after the trial o f Walter Bro wn, charg­ 
ed o n sixty -seven co unts in the indict­ 
ment returned against him with being 
implicated in the bank’s wrecking. 
He then dismissed the jury and co urt 
was adjo urned.

indictment against him, after It had 
been mo dified by the atto rney s fo r 
the go vernment dismissing three o f 
the mino r co unts in resting their case 
In impo sing sentence it is given o n all 
co unts Instead o f any o ne o f them. 
It was said that Bro derick came 
to the decisio n to pl°ad guilty after a 
lo ng talk with his wife.
